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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 11, 13, 14 and 16-22 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claim s 11, 13, 14 and 16-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Zondervan, US, 7,076,741 . 

Zondervan discloses, e.g. Figs. 1-3, a billing system comprising servers, e.g. 18, 
20, a plurality of terminals, e.g. 116, connected to a communication network, e.g. 134. 
Zondervan does not disclose the term service program. Official Notice is taken that 
service programs have been common knowledge in the billing system art. To have 
provided such for Zondervan would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
It is noted intended use claim language, e.g. for sending, does not provide positively 
recited claim language that distinguishes itself from Zondervan. It is the Examiner's 
position that Zondervan may execute the intended use claim language recited. 
Applicant's REMARKS have been reviewed, but are moot in light of the new grounds of 
rejection.
